Miss  Hope  Haupt,  pictured  in 
e  center,  came  to  Northwestern 
1918  after  5  years  prior  service 
the  public  schools  of  the  State, 
er  work  at  this  institution  has 
en  devoted  entirely  to  the  teach- 
g  of  Art. 

Miss  Inez  Allen,  pictured  at  the

'22  after  having  previously 
ught  5  years  in  the  high  schools 
the  State.  The  first  13  years  of 
r  work  at  Northwestern  was 
th  the  Division  of  Extension 
d  Correspondence  study.  She 
en  joined  the  staff  of  the  English 
apartment  and  has  served  con- 
uously  in  that  department  until 
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forced  to  resign  this  year  on  ac- 
count of  ill  health. 

A  special  meeting  of  Kappa 
Delta  Pi,  honorary  education  fra- 
ternity, was  held  recently  at  which 
time  Professor  A.  C.  Maddox  paid 
a  most  fitting  tribute  to  the  splen- 
did service  rendered  this  college 
by  these  three  retiring  professors.

college  for  the  class  next  com- 
mencing.

McConathy  Named 
All-American, 

Drafted  By 
Syracuse  Pros 

Johnny  McConathy,  Norlhwetst- 
ern's  scoring  ace  in  basketball  and 
Gulf  States  Conference  center 
(  first  team  ) ,  has  been  named  on 
the  Helms  Athletic  Foundation 
All-American  Collegiate  Basketball 
Team  as  a  member  of  the  second 
team.  This  All-American  selection 
is  selected  by  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Intercollegiate  Basket- 
ball on  the  basis  of  season's  rec- 
ord as  individual  and  team  play- 
ers and  is  not  a  tournament  selec- 
tion. 

McConathy  of  NSC  and  Tom 
Bishop  of  Mississippi  Southern 
were  the  only  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference players  named  to  the  All- 
American  selection. 

Scoring  a  total  of  582  points 
last  season  for  a  game  average  of 
better  than  21  points  per  game, 
McConathy  set  a  new  conference 
record  in  both  total  points  per 
season  and  average  number  of 
points  per  game. 

On  the  basis  of  his  record  for 
the  season,  he  was  the  first  choice 
of  the  Syracuse  Nationals  in  the 
draft  of  college  players  for  pro- 
fessional basketball. 

When  asked  what  he  intended 
to  do  about  it,  McConathy  replied 
with  an  emphatic:  "Sure,  I'm  go- 
ing to  play  with  Syracuse." 

With  McConathy  joining  the 
ranks  of  professional  basketball, 
his  name  is  added  to  the  list  of 
former  NSC  players  who  have  be- 
come pros,  including  stars  like 
Coach  Charles  "Red"  Thomas  and 
Ocie  Ritchie.
